Jiuward Ko6h, Noted Lawyer 
to Address Maecabaeans 



"A Gentile's View ot Zionism"' will 
l<c lUn subject of the address to be 
ilcUverod by Howard S. Ross, K.C.. 
IXC.U, at the coming meeting of the 
Macca.ba(Kin Circle. The meeting is 
being held on Sunday next, Kobruary 
1st., at 3 p.m., in tlio lounge room of 
the McGllI Union. 

The subject Is of great Interest and 
ehdutd provolc'e a keen discussion. 
Klonlfm is the most important tnove- 
meiil in Jewry at tho present day: 
it iti a movement which lius sijccecd- 
cd in uniting the Jews of all coun- 
tries in the dosiro to ro-cstabllsh the' 
ancient Jewish National Homo in 
J'alcatinc. Tho Great War made pos- 
sible tho conquest ot Paleatlne from 
tho Turkti, and the eslablUuhment of 
the British majidate under the super- 
%'ision of the League ot Nations 
tSliico then tho Jcu-lth people, throujrh 
the Zionist Oi jraniza.tlon, have contrU 
fcuted many millions oC dollais foi 
the dovplopnient ot the countr.v. 

A Cientlle's view ot this vital world 
movcmciiitvSbould; be of absorbing in- 
terest to the Circle. Dr. Ross is par- 
ticularly (luallflcd to talk on this aub- 
jeot. Ho is a prominent Wonirea! 
lawyer, ccononilst, and orator, who 
hu Interested himself In sociological 
and political questions.

Populatiou And 
Development 




The relation which the population of 
a continent bears to its growth, both spirit- 
ually and materially, is a subject which 
has exercised economists and sociologists 
for some time. Since Malthus, studied the 
problem last century, going back to what 
he thought were first principles, popula- 
tion has been one of the big starting point? 
in any systematic study of political eco- 
nomy. Now, -with the approach of the de- 
cennial census which is to be taken short- 
ly the whole problem comes home to Can- 
ada. . \ 

Our problems arc peculiar. In Que- 
bec 80% of the population is Fi-ench, — a 
race who.se strong national sentiment and 
great productivity have made them fam- 
ous the world over as a minority flourish- 
ing and prospering in the midst of an 
overwhelming majority. They are con- 
servative, shy, and retiring, not prone to 
assimilation and jealous of their traditions. 
Giving as they do a second language and 
a second set of values to our national their 
presence is highly desirable and (if such 
p thing were conceivable) their final dis- 
fippearance would be a great loss to the 
Dominion. 

'■ On the prairies 20% of the total jwpu- 
jation is composed of unassimilated racial 
jrroups, particularly Germans, Scandina- 
vians and Russians, who retain their own 
customs and their own languages with the 
greater tenacity because of their isolation. 

One of the dangers of a helrogencous 
population is its instability. In old coun- 
tries like England and France custom and 
tradition have come to act as a check up- 
on the feelings and government of the 
pountry. With large groups of aliens 
dotted here and tliere all over tljc land, 
one may well ask how it is possible to in- 
stil an entirely new set of ideas into peo- 
;3le who have lived in accordance with dif- 
ferent ones for more than a generation. 

A foreigner coming to Canada for the 
first time to settle down will lose the tra- 
ditions he has held for years through lack 
of scope for their expression. Losing these, 
he loses his anchor and is liable to drift 
where the tide may take him. And yet it 
is most definitely in the interests of Can- 
ada that no large colony of immigrant 
foreigners be allowed to grow in one place, 
such as the thousands of Germans in the 
United States who cannot speak a word 
^f English and find no need for it in their 
^isolated colonies. \ 

We need population, yet we do not 
jivant unassimilated foreign groups to re- 
|nain long among us, and if we are to 
avoid this' it seems that we must follow 
.the lead of the Americans in establishing 
barriers against unwanted immigrants, 
leaving the gate just far enough open so 
that we can absorb those who do come, 
■iA, natui-al growth will, as it inci-eases 
^fen^ation after generation in Canada, at-

For The Aid Of Freshmen And Others 

litj Putliogoras (Hcd) Obiscttraniis 
There la among; Echotara and scientists ii general 
aversion to adverllslng Ihemsolvcfl and llioir wares. 
Nowhere is this more clearly seen than in a uni- 
versity calendar. Independent oC whether this situa- 
tion arises from persona I niudosty or from protcs- 
alonol ethics wo consider it foolish. How, il the pro. 
lessors thomaolves are reticent, are students to find 
out the value at their courses? It is on such ground 
as this tha^ vfo advocate a revision of university 
calendars, and other equally advantageous Inno. 
vationa. 

In a typical university calendar, as ail students 
know, there is 'first a list of officers of instruction, 
some scnerol Information, and then a detailed cata- 
Hoguejot departments and courses. We u'ae the trord 
catalogue expressly. Mere names of professors and 
titles, of courses deserve no ottter. appelatlon. This 
section of the calendar is.llCeloss and Inexpressive. 
Wo contend, not solely to increase Its ontortaln- 
mcnt value but for the more complete information 
of students, that it should be vivified. 

We take a calendar — say of the University of 
Terra del Fiie^o. We let our fingers run through 
it idly. They roach tlio Faculty of Arts. They stop, 
purely by chance, at tho department of philosophy. 
There wc shall most likely soo somellilng like this:— 

Professors Achimago Somnolent. Ph.D., A.S.S. 

Asteciats Professor: Tlieophllua Moribund. 
A.B., B.A. 

'Xow we looli down tho pago and find that Prof. 
Somnolent gives a course in Moral rlillosophy, and 
that' Prof. Moribund gives one in Fatagonlan Phi- 
losophy. This is our only Information. Wo know 
nothing about either of tho professors, and we arc 
given no duo to their manner or scope of treat- 
ment. We toss up. Sometimes we pick up a good 
course, eomotlmes a bad one. Would It not bo more 
senslblo to cast professional decorum to tho winds 
and have frantt personal statements by the pro- 
fessors? Something like this: — 

"As you, my dear prospective pupils, may have 
noUced I am tlie head of the department of phi- 
losophy in tho University of Terra del Fucgo. I am 
tho whole cheese In that department. I have had a 
pack of saps under' me for years. They, have neither 
intelligence nor knowledge, and have the conceit to 
think that they know more titan I do. All students 
of discrimination will do well to taUo only courses 
given by me. I take Morn] Philosophy, Bovine 
Ethics, Pro-natal Social Conventions, PoKtieal Phi- 
losophy from Martin to Iloudo, and many other de- 
lightful courses. Of course I regret the inçompe(e|»çy 
of my associates, but otc, etc." And Prof. Moribund 
could reply as follows:— 

"It is with genuine regret that I am forced to 
proclaim that Prof. Somnolent is a conceited old 
moron, but my regard for tho welfare of tlie student 
body is such that I can not, In all conscience, re- 
frain. He is old and doting and wc have been antl- 
cIpaUng his bodily death for years, but he sceniK 
eternal. If ho were not axi inconsiderate old crank 
be would liavs retired years ago and given me his 
Job. He has been mentally embalmed for yc0.rs. 
Personally I think that he is crazy and warn all 
students' to steer clear of him." 

Possibly this entails a slight renouncing of pro- 
fessional dignity liut surely that is profer.ible to 
allowing sludonis to pick courses at random. 

For our more intolllgent students such announce- 
ments would bo adequate guidance, but for tho great 
moss (and especially for Freshmen, unacquainted 
with university methods) oven this would be Insuf- 
ficient. As a remedy wo recommend personal ap- 
pearances of professors somewhat compatible to 
those of celebrated movio artistes. On tho first day 
of the term, for instance, before students had signed 
up for thoir courses, — wo should, abolish compul- 
sory courses-— each professor could stand (prefer- 
ably on a dais of aomo kind) before flio cl.issroom 
door of his fttvorito course and deliver u. continu- 
ously repeated ten mlnuto speech. Wo stipulai e ton 
minutes because a speech of thai length cun be 
both informative and snappy. Let us, then, imagine 
a scene such as this:—? '

The History of the University 

of Terra del Fueso 

H>i«èn on . the oeeation of the 90th anniuer- 
sary of its founding. 

It was a warm merning In the early spring 
ot the year 1850. Scnor Pedro Rataban stood In 
tho court-yard of his spacious, house and surveyed 
tho scene in a leisurely manner. By the grace of 
God the Father ho had manased to accumulate 
a comfortable fortune and to buy and develop this 
splendid hacienda. Acres of land— pastures and 
wheat-lands, gardens and forests— spread all 
around him. Ho was mooter of alt he" avirveyed, 
A smile of benign satisfaction' illumined his rug- 
ged features. But a tiny cloudlet of, sorrow ap- 
peared on this sky of self-satisfaction. Don Pedro 
had no children and no near kin who would in- 
herit his wealtii. AU this accumulated fortune 
would- be dlsi>ersed. Sa.dly ho pursued tho way 
Into tho cowetsll. And as he was standing there 
looking at tho row of young caJve4 who regarded 
him with bovine benevolence, an idea was bom 
In his mind; an idea fraught with countless bless- 
ings for our country and especially for its youth. 
H« would found a university. This good man died 
the same year, and when his will was opened it 
was found that he had left all his fortuno for 
tho purpose oftounding "an Institution of learn- 
ing for the youth of our land to educate' them In 
tho ways of virtue and Godliness, and prepare them 
in tho several learned professions and the fields 
of Industry and commerce." 

This historical document which is now pre- 
.nervcd in the library ot our university ends in 
the following remarkable words, "May the spirit 
of the Lord alw'ays resldd In the hearts of those 
who shall bo entrusted with the management of 
the institution, so that the youth ot the nation 
may go forth from its portals uncorrupled and 
unlarnishod to serve our glorious country." T may 
add that it has always been tho endeavour of 
our faculty and tho governing body to adhere 
faithfully to the dying wish of our founder. So 
well has this been done, in fact that the greatest 
part of our graduates is to all intents and pur- 
poses Indlstinguishablo from the uneducated. Thit> 
I repeat Is an achievement worth dwelling upon 
on our gratltudo of respect ijhould bo .ihonered 
upon all those who bolh In tha past and the pre- 
sent have helped to bring it about. ' V ''•■ : 

^ot always did the path of - administration 
run as Kniootlily us today. About forty-fivp years 
after tho foundation an insidious elomeni man- 
aged to obtain the control of our unlvcraliy. 
Thoso people had absoliilply no feeling for cran- 
dour or fomc. All tho buildings ereclcd during 
this period have no marble columns iiiid no glid- 
ed Inscriptions. Moss covcrnd the seats ot the 
Fucgo-bali stadium. Tlio library became filled 
with Innumerable cloth-bound books and worst of 
all, a hugO' number of professors were engaged 
who did not even try- to mako - loyal citizens of 
the students. Some of these professors were even 
foreigners who naturally could not and would not 
appreciate tho fruits of our national culture. Elven 
fraternities, God help, ps, , wer« unknown at this 
period. 

But, Providence be tiianked, times have chang- 
ed and wo can. point, with pride at the thousands 
of young men and young women who annually 
come up and Receive the coveted . sheepskin all 
loyal in heart and hard In head; to the splendid 
marble halls Mnlng our campusf to' the Innumer- 
able fraternities which tltrbng the v'clnjtjrof .the 
University and to the' unive>rsal clwrnHnw^liof 
. body and niind dxiilhltetl' by otir studeni's and 
graduates. For all that - let ua be 'duly' thankful,

It is this rapid expan- 
sion which has brought litem to their 
present troubles, 

Tho sudden development of tht 
newsprint industry arose from the new 
and great consumption of that com- 
modity. The USD ot the telcgr.i.ph 
the telephone, the ad\-anc« ot adver- 
tising, the benefits ot education, and 
the conséquent Interest In world poll, 
tics, brought the per capita, consump- 
tion to seven pounds. The U.S. fi- 
gure, w-as 63, Great Britain ti, Canada 
3S, with the rest of the European 
nn.tloiis coming on after. Nows of aJI 
oortB »-as being put out, the Ublold 
the 60-pase a day paper, and tho rest. 
Canada is the greatest exporter of 
newsprint. ' ' ' 

'Markets Illusive 

The economic side Is ]t>sx simple 
In IDll Canadlaji newsprint was al- 
lowed free entry into Iho -U.S. The 
lottcr l»ad been using up their Atlan 
tic coa.«t .supplies of wood at an 
alarming rate, whilo their .western 
supplies were too f.ir away from the 
point of view of freight rates. Hct 
In Quebeo was an abundance of wood 
and po'wer In'the right place. The 
result is obvious and Canada's prom 
inence In the world of newsprint be- 
gan. The entire bas!» of paper In 
Canada changed: formerly Canada 
shipped mainly within the Empire 
and to South America. When her 
ma!rke-t with tho U.S. opened the ex- 
ports increased enormously. 

Unfortunately for the industry this 
Idea} state did not slay. After the 
War tho Scandinavians took tho Eu- 
ropean market, Germany had wood to 
spare, and even England begun to 
make paper with imported matcrl.il.s, 
Thus the old markets dropped. Here 
there la still cheap power, but pulp 
wood is costing more. Russia a^d 
Germany are shipping wood to thr 
States, and obviously they will not 
buy Canadian paper If thîy them 
solves can get it cheaper. They have 
tlrus several deep problems to solve. 

New Blood. Needed 

"In the old days It was only a ma.t 
ter of getting engineers to build mills 
and turning out a. re.isonahlo quaJHy 
of paper; thcro wero few other wor- 
ries. Now we have to apply our 
selves to getting better, cheaper, and 
more paper. To do this we must 
perfect new processes. We havo al- 
ready trained our young men fo the 
old ordor ot things, but must gel 
chemists on the Job now (o remedy 
what has been omitted. Our mech.onics 
ot pulp and paper arc as good as need 
be, but the chemistry of tho Industry 
must bo gone into. The Pulp and 
Paper Institute at .McGlll Is the be- 
ginning of this work and results are 
already appearing. 

. "Wo are now doing only 65 per cent 
of the work we can and we have to 
get other markets. To do tht.-! wf 
must use trained chemists, research 
work, and better marketing methods. 
This may result in the relief of thf 
Pulp and Paper, Industry which la a! 
present in a not too satisfactory posi- 
tion," concluded tho si'>en'K?r.

.Saturn Is tho inn.>=t lioautlful object 
of tho hcavenif. It has a ring around 
It, made up of small bodies revolving 
about tlio planet. Uranus has two 
moons and Neptune has but ono sa- 
telliic. 

New Planet Discovered 

In .Mnrcli, IS.IO, .-i new inembT i f 
the ^n|;lr system was discovered. Tlil.s 
planet, Pluto, Is tho farthest out 
from tho run. 

Tho whole Fjst'Mn movM In almo.'i 
iiLiii.-. an.l t.ililpK this factor in- 
to c.onsidi iatlon. It h.TS Imîcii duduoe.l 
that the (.lianco that ilio system arose 
by i-^ance, is almost nil. As a matter 
of fact, tho chanco Is ono over 61 
followed by ICOO zeros, an infinitoly 
.«nvall niiml>or. To account for this 
>>.'4l(ni, l.cpbii-c'.M N<il]iil.nr Theory was 
evolved, but iLlter about CO yc;'.rs, it 
Wii» discarded l>ccauso It did not al- 
low for tho !'.so of Uie Earth, which 
liad been established by peologlstE. 
In II» placo was BUb^^:tute(I tho 
•rianctcalmal Hypothesis' and the 
"Tl(l;il llyjiolhcsis" which are some- 
what tho same. 

New Theories 

It Is tho'iight that, long ages ago, 
another .star cnmo inio tho lango of 
Iho .Sun. Tlii.t ra.'.-^pd tiio :iik.s on tlu 
.Sun to huch an extent, 'lint iniuia'>.s 
were iPiojocted off tho orii'Inul sun 
Into hpaco and eventually took uj) 
their positions jis they ar.i now. TUu 
"Planctcslmal Uypothea:s" states that 
tho .-iolar system éanio into being 
lluuiiv-li ilio combined effects of tin; 
I'.isliiK of this other star, and the 
"iiiplioiiK wh'ch took placo on tl;-) 
.Sun itself. The 'Tidal Jlypothesls" 
states that was duo to tho cffccl.3 
only of tho ] as.sing star. 

i)r. Maclean ilicn went on lo de- 
scribe the .'^piiLT! beyond Iho solar 
.'yslem, in wlilch aro tho varloua 
loiiatcllallons. Even in, the Jlllky 
Way, where tho stars seem close to- 
tether, they arc Immonso fils'.ancos 
apart. Sinco this I» the eajso It Is 
only very rarely that ono star w'o'jI-I 
puHs unotlK-r .-is closely as llicy did In 
tho caac of tho formation of tho so- 
lar system. It has been cstlmatftd 
that this took idaco 2000 million years 
ago. TUo nebulae In the heavens avi 
often much larger than oni.- would Im- 
uglno possible. .Xndromodii is 3500 
million times the weight of tlio sun, 
and Is extremely large, :<8 the gas 
of which It is composed Is very rare; 
J'-sht takes 8 minutes to travel fro-n 
tho sun to the earth while It Is es- 
timated .t!i;u U lakes S to 10 years for 
light to travel from ono sldo of the 
.Nebula Orion to tho other. I'rom 
ifils, one can Imagino Its tizo.
